TASK AT THE POTTERIES

The streets in what waH tile flooded 
section of this city are being rapidly 
cleaned of the mini and debris left 
th<rrc by the high water of Saturday 
night and Sunday morning. 
This is proving to be quite a task, 
and it twill be at least a week before 
normal conditions will exist. 
Extra 
laborers have been put to work in al­ 
most all the potteries in the flooded 
districts, and as fast as possible tho 
mud is being cleared from the flood 
and ware placed In its usual places.

The par­ 
tition about the pumps in this build­ 
ing had to be removed on account of 
the flood, but it will not replaced until 
the walls and floors are cleaned. All 
the paper on the walls is peeling off, 
caused by so much steam in the build­ 
ing yesterday, while the building was 
being dried after the fire in tho boilers 
was lighted.

tion as It was before the flood.

THE MEXICAN EDITOR. 


It Is V e ry F a ny F o r H im to Get Into 
Serious T r o u b le . 
The newspaper laws of Mexico are 
very stringent. 
If any person is men­ 
tioned in a newspaper article and feels 
offended nlw>ut it, he can easily send 
the editor of the paper and the writer 
of the article to prison. 
The state­ 
ments may have been far within the 
limits of truth nnd justice, but that 
makes no difference. 
The editor in­ 
communicado has a chance to think 
about the law, and the aggrieved jut 
son smiles pleasantly. 
After awhile 
the law gets iu Its work, the case is in­ 
vestigated, aud the editor is punished, 
for even the truth is libelous, and libel 
is one of the offenses most severely 
condemned. 
According to the theory of the Mexi­ 
can law, every person has a right to go 
about entirely free from annoyance by 
other persons. 
If the person violates 
the law, the newspaper has no right to 
say so. 
It can lay information before 
the courts lf It wants to, but It must 
not say in its columns that it has done 
so. Then the law will step in and take 
charge of the offender, but the repre 
sedatives of the paper will not be al­ 
lowed to attend the trial, aud only the 
bare result, after weeks of waiting, 
can lie told to the public. 
If tile offense charged against the od 
itor Is regarded by the first m agistrate 
to whom the complaint is Vado as be­ 
ing especially grave, the paper Is gen 
emily suppressed. 
The complaint has 
been received and passed upon. Then 
a squad of police descends upon the 
printing office. Sometimes all the em­ 
ployees are arrested, sometimes only 
the editor. 
Then the doors of the 
building are closed, official seals are 
placed upon them, nnd a guard Is sta­ 
tioned to see that no one tries to en­ 
ter. 
For three days the editor can do 
nothing. 
The laws tinder which he Is 
arrested are modeled after thbse of the 
code Napoleon, and for three days he 
Is held incommunicado, while the nu 
thorities hunt up evidence. 
Then he 
is given a bearing. 
Id the meantime 
his imper has been suppressed, and In 
many cases It never conies to life again, 
even though the editor may eventually 
clear himself of all blame.—Pittsburg 
Dispatch.

result of the stuffing treatm ent of the 
cold. and then you will have to starve 
the fever.” 
This is a true and sensible Interpreta­ 
tion of this commonly received maxim, 
which has done as much harm as any 
of the thousand and one popular er­ 
rors which prevail on medical subjects. 
W ithout dwelling on the nature or 
causes of colds or on w hat physicians 
call .the pathology of these disorders, 
we will say that a low or even starva­ 
tion diet for a few days, with the free 
drinking of warm, mildly stimulating 
teas, is better for a cold than any drug 
or combination of drugs.—London Fam ­ 
ily Doctor.

T H E MEXICAN EDITOR. 


It Is V ery P a « y F o r U lm to fJet Into 
I i- r lo n a T r o u b le . 
The newspaper laws of Mexico are 
very stringent. 
If any person is men- 


I tinned In a newspaper article and feels 


i offended about it, he can easily send 
i tho editor of the paper and the writer 
I of the article to prison. 
The state- 
j merits may have been far within the 
limits of truth and justice, but that 
makes no difference. 
The editor in­ 
communicado has ii chance to think 
uliout tile law, and the aggrieved per­ 
son smiles pleasantly. 
After awhile 
tho law gets in its work, the case is in­ 
vestigated, ami the editor is punished, 
for even the truth is libelous, and libel 
is one of the offenses most severely 
condemned. 
According to the theory of the Mexi­ 
can law, every porno ti has a right to go 
about entirely free from annoyance by 
other persons. 
If tile person violates 
the law, the newspaper has no right to 
say so. 
It can lay information before 
the courts If It wants to, but It must 
not say In its columns that it has done 
so. Then the luw will step in and take 
charge of the offender, but the repre­ 
sentatives of the paper will not be al­ 
lowed to attend the trial, and only the 
bare result, after weeks of waiting, 
can be told to the public. 
If the offense charged against the ed­ 
itor is regarded by the first magistrate 
to whom the complaint is vade as be­ 
ing especially grave, the paper is gen­ 
erally suppressed. 
The complaint has 
been received und passed upon. Then 
a squad of police descends upon the 
printing office. Sometimes all the em­ 
ployees are arrested, sometimes only 
the editor. 
Then the doors of the 
building are closed, official seals are 
placed upon them, aud a guard Is sta­ 
tioned to see that no one tries to en­ 
ter. 
For three days the editor can do 
nothing. 
The laws under which he is 
arrested are modeled after thbse of the 
code Napoleon, and for three days lie 
Is held incommunicado, while the au­ 
thorities hunt up evidence. 
Then lie 
is given a hearing. 
Iii tile meantime 
his paper has been suppressed, and iii 
many cases It never comes to life again, 
even though the editor may eventually 
clear himself of all blame.—Pittsburg 
Dispatch.

W ithout dwelling on the nature or 
causes of colds or on what physicians 
call .the pathology of these disorders, 
we will say that a low or even starva­ 
tion dict for a few days. with the free 
drinking of warm, mildly stimulating 
teas, is latter for a cold than any drug 
or combination of drugs.—Loudon Fam­ 
ily Doctor.

Statement of General 
Funston, 
Re­ 


garding Philippines. 
New York, March 4.—Brigadier Gen­ 
eral Funston, who is in this city en 
route to W ashington, where he goes 
to learn if he is to return to the 
Philippines when his furlough expires 
in April, had a talk last night with a 
Herald reporter and was to be quoted 
today as saying: 
“There is no more war in the Phil- I 
ippines than there is in Kentucky ! 
Assassins lurk in the cane and sh o o t; 
down men who are at their mercy, but 
there are no soldiers in the field to 
battle with the United States troops. ! 
Even respectable guerilla warfare hat> i 
ceased. 
There has been no fighting in any of | 
the Philippine provinces for nearly six* 
months. It has been said that I have 
opposed the reduction of our forces in 
the East. That is a mistake. In my- 
opinion, one-half of our troops might 
be brought home now and at the end 
of a year and a half half of those re­ 
maining might be returned. 
“At the same tim e too much latitude ! 
should not be given to the natives of 
the Philippines. They are not ready 
for self government, and they belong j 
to that class of people who look upon

O f all passengers carried by ocean 
currents floating islands are th e most 
Interesting. 
Mu ny of them have been 
found voyaging on the A tlantic. These 
islands w’ere originally ports of low 
lying river banks which broke atvay 
under stress of storm or flood and 
fioatqd out to sea. 
T he Orinoco, the 
Aipsxnn, the La P lata and other trop­ 
ical rivers often send forth such pieces 
of their shores. 
Borne of the bits of 
land are of large size and carry ani­ 
mals, insects and vegetation, even at 
tim es including trees, tho roots of 
which serve to hold the land intact, 
while their branches and leaves serve 
as sails for the wind. 
G enerally the 
waves breuk up these islands shortly 
after they put to sea, but sometim es, 
under favorable conditions, they travel 
long distances. 
Tbp Inquest voyage of a floating Is­ 
land, according to governm ent records, 
took place in 181)3. 
This island w as 
first seen off Florida, and apparently it 
had on aren of tw o acres. 
It bore no 
trees, but It w as thickly covered w ith 
bushes, and in one place it w as thirty 
feet high above the sea level. 
It w as 
in the gulf stream , traveling slowly 
and w ith occasional undulations to 
show w here the ground swell w as 
working beneath i t 
Probably it got 
aw ay from its river anchorage In the 
spring of the year, for tow ard th e lat­ 
ter part of July it had reached tho la t­ 
itude of W ilm ington, Del. 
No large anim al life had been seen 
on it, though there m ust have been 
m yriads of the sm all creeping things 
w hich abound In th e tropics. 
By the 
end of A ugust it had passed Gape God 
and w as veering tow ard the G rand 
bunks. 
It followed the steam er lune 
routes quite accurately 
and several 
vessels reported i t 
One m onth later 
It w as in m idocean northw est of tho 
Azores, and Its voyage evidently w as 
beginning to tell on i t 
It w as much 
sm aller and less com pact 
It w as not 
seen again, and probably it m et de­ 
struction in th e October gales. 
B ut it 
had traveled a t least 1,000 miles, and 
lf, as w as thought, It cam e from the 
Orinoco, it m ust have covered tw ice 
th a t distance. 
It la quite possible th a t floating is­ 
lands larger th an this one, under more 
favoring circum stances, m ight during 
p ast ages have m ade the com plete jo u r­ 
ney from Am erica to Europe or Africa 
and ao brought about a distribution of 
anim al species. Of course it is not ab­ 
solutely certain th a t this island w ent 
to pieces in October. 
It might, though 
this is not probable, have floated iJowu 
into the region of calm s aud seaweed, 
w here it would be longer preserved.—

FLOATING ISLANDS. 


In la n d , 
C o v e r in g T w o 
A ero*, 
i 
S een In th e G u lf S trea m . 
Of all passengers carried by ocean 
currents floating Islands are the most 
Interesting. 
Many of them have been 
found voyaging on the Atlantic. These 
Islands were originally parts of low 
lying river banks which broke away 
under stress of storm or flood and 
floated out to sea. 
The Orinoco, the 
Amazon, the La Plata and other trop­ 
ical rivers often send forth such pieces 
of their shores. 
Some of the bits of 
land are of large size and carry ani­ 
mals, insects and vegetation, even at 
times including trees, the roots of 
which serve to hold the land intact, 
while their branches and leaves serve 
as sails for the wind. 
Generally the 
waves break up these islands shortly 
after they put to sea. but sometimes, 
under favorable conditions, they travel 
long distances. 
Tilt* longest voyage of a floating Is­ 
land, according to government record*, 
took place in 1893. 
This Island was 
first seen off Florida, and apparently it 
had an urea of two acres. 
It bore no 
trees, but It was thickly covered with 
hushes, and In one place it wus thirty 
feet high above the sea level. 
It was 
In the gulf stream, traveling slowly 
and with occasional undulations to 
show where the ground swell was 
working beneath IL 
Probably it got 
awny from its river anchorage In the 
spring of the year, for toward the lat­ 
ter part of July it had reached tho lat­ 
itude of Wilmington, Del. 
No large animal life had been seen 
on it, though there must have been 
myriads of the small creeping things 
w hich abound in the tropics. 
By the 
end of August it had passed Cape Cod 
and was veering toward the Grand 
batiks. 
It followed the steamer lune 
routes quite accurately and several 
vessels reported it. 
One month later 
It was in midocean northwest of the 
Azores, and its voyage evidently wa* 
beginning to tell on it. 
it was much 
smaller and less com pact 
It was not 
seen again, and probably It met de­ 
struction In the October gales. 
But it 
had traveled at least 1,000 miles, and 
if, as was thought, it came from the 
Orinoco, it m ust have covered twice 
that distance. 
It is quite possible that floating is­ 
lands larger than this one. tinder more 
favoring circumstance*, might during 
past ages have made the complete Jour 
ney from America to Europe or Africa 
and so brought about a distribution of 
animal specie*. Of course it is not ab­ 
solutely certain that this island went 
to pieces in October. It might, though 
this is not probable, have floated down 


I into the region of calms and seaweed, 
. where it would tie longer preserved.— 
i Theodore W aters in Ainslee’s.

As previously set forth 
in these dispatches, Ampll was an 
enthusiastic American sympathizer. 
Forces of constabulary are scouring 
the country and bands of insurgents 
and ladrone* are flocking to the is­ 
land of l^oyte. 
The constabulary of­ 
ficials have been notified of tho arri­ 
val of malcontents there from Bobol 
and other places. They are well arm­ 
ed and are serving under Capile. An 
extra force of constabulary will en­ 
deavor to handle the malcontents. 
General Lu khan has offered to. as­ 
sist In suppressing the Insurgents if 
given a certificate that he conducted 
his share of the war 
according 
to 
civilised usages. 
His offer has not 
yet been considered favorably. 


THREE-CENT FARE8 NOT LEGAL. 


Supreme Court Decision in the Detroit 
Trolley Road Case. 
Washington, March 4.—In a decision 
rendered In the United States Supreme 
Court yesterday It was held that the 
ordinance enacted by the city govern­ 
ment of Detroit arbitrarily reducing 
street car fares to three cents was ir­ 
regular and without binding effect 
Tills decision was based upon the fact

The opinion was delivered by Jus­ 
tice Peck ham and afllrcmed the opin­ 
ion of the United States Circuit Court 
tor the eastern district of Michigan.

HUNDRED MILE COAST. 


T h * O r o r rn R a ilw a y I* P e r * D la tla - 
• d ia lle d I ts e lf In M an y W a y a . 
Lord Ernest Hamilton describes his 
experience of a thrilling but perilous 
pastime, the descent in a small hand 
car of a wonderful mountain railway 
In Peru. 
“As a matter of fa ct” he writes, re­ 
ferring to the title of the article, "it Is 
ICH); but, for the sake of a title, the ex­ 
tra six may go—IOO are enough at any 
rate for purposes of illustration. These 
hundred odd miles are to be found on 
the Ferro-Carril Central of Peru, com­ 
monly called the Oroya railway, and 
they are to be found nowhere else. 
"This Oroya railway is a very won­ 
derful line indeed. It not only climbs 
higher than any other railway in the 
world, but also distinguish**! itself in 
a variety of other ways incidentally 
referred to hereafter. But the accom­ 
plishment with which I am chiefly con­ 
cerned is this-th at it provides the only 
road in tho world which a man on 
wheels can travel over IOO miles by 
his own momentum and practically at 
any pace to which tile fiend of reck­ 
lessness may urge blin. 
‘‘The object of whut is here written 
is to trace tho sensations born of a 
ruu down from the summit of the Oro­ 
ya railway, 15,000 feet above sea level, 
to the verge of tho Pacific. You start 
under the eye of the eternal snows, 
and you finish among humming birds 
and palms. 
You start sick with the un­ 
speakable sickness of soroche, and you 
finish in the ecstasy of aa exultation 
too great for words. 
“The gods of Olympus were worms 
beside the man who has during the 
last three hours controlled his car from 
the Paso de Galore to Callao, for it is 
in the control that lies the joy, as in 
other things aport from car running. 
To sit beside the brakeman is good, but 
to drop the brakeman on a friendly 
siding and grasp the lever in your own 
firm but not too exacting hand is to 
sup a liberal foretaste of the joys of 
heaven.—Pearson’s Magazine. 


OLD IDEAS ABOUT GEMS.

• r o p e C a u g h t b r t h e S h e ll. 
The Indians called rock crystal an 
"unripe diamond,” and until the begin­ 
ning of the eighteenth century India 
was thought to be the only land which 
produced that precious stone. 
It was 
not, therefore, until the discovery of 
India that the diamond was known to 
us. 
Yet as far back as SUO B. C. a 
"didactic history" of precious stones 
was written, and in I’liny’s time the 
supply must have been plentiful, as he 
wrote, "We drink out of a mass of 
gems, and our drinking vessels are 
formed of emeralds." We are also told 
that Nero aided his weak sight by 
spectacles made of emeralds. 
But is very difficult to determine 
whence all the gems came, as discov­ 
erers took care to leave no record. The 
nations who traded iu them were 
a fra id of their whereabouts being 
known, nnd even the most ancient mer­ 
chants would not disclose auy definite 
locale. 
All sorts of myths have ac­ 
cordingly sprung up concerning the 
origin of gems. 
"Diamond” was the 
name given to a youth who was turned 
iuto the hardest and most brilliant of 
substances to preserve him from "the 
ills that flesh is heir to.” 
Amethyst 
was a beautiful uymph beloved by 
Bacchus, but saved from him by Di­ 
ana, who changed Amethyst into a 
gem, whereupon Bacchus turned the 
gem into wine color and endowed the 
wearer with the gift of preservation 
from Intoxication. 
The pearl was thought to be a dew- 
drop the shell had opeued to receive. 
Amber was said to be honey melted by 
the sun, dropped into the sea and con­ 
gealed. According to the Talmud. Noah 
had no light in the ark but that which 
came from precious stones.—Gentle­ 
man’s Magazine.

I wrote Edward Hickey there 
regarding a referee for the shoot.

wanted him to suggest the names of 
four men. 
I have received a reply 
that there is no chance of getting a 
referee in Kansas City or roundabout, 
because, be adds, every man, woman 
aud child in Kansas City is going to 
take an active part in the shoot. 
“The grounds will be the best in the 
world. In them I see my holies satis­ 
fied. 
The clubhouse will be 220 feet 
long and 24 feet wide. 
From it the 
men will shoot in four directions. They 
will be bunched, and we will be able 
to do much faster work. In our park 
in the eust we had a platform 1,000 
feet long, and the men all shot in the 
same direction, the four sets of trails 
being in a line. It was almost a Sab­ 
bath day’s journey from the clubhouse 
round by the lower end of the platform 
and up the line. Each man had to take 
this trip many times to shoot In turn 
at the traps. In Kansas City, however, 
we will not have that tired feeling. At 
least I can’t see it from this distance. 
“I am satisfied that, with grounds 
arranged like those at Kansas City, 
we will be able to shoot 125 birds an 
hoar from each set of traps, which will 
make 500 an bour, and in the six days 
we will shoot at least 14,000 birds, wind 
and weather permitting. 
I will be 
grievously disappointed lf we do not 
break all records for bird shooting. 
“The underground system of trap 
pulling will be used on a large scale. 
The dog will not be used to retrieve 
dead birds, for it moans the loss of 
time. Boys will do the work scientific­ 
ally. 
Unfamiliar traps will be used 
by the contestants. Those who do not 
know to what degree of perfection the 
shooting game has been brought some­ 
times say it is not improbalfte that the 
man making a large score ‘stood In’ 
with the trap pu ler, that he was given 
a tip what trap was to be pulled, etc. 
It may be of int arest to know that no 
living man. not even the trap puller, 
has the least idea what trap will be 
thrown open when he pulls that lever. 
The traps are worked by levers, and 
in springing one tile operator pushes 
forward a lever. 
When he pulls the 
lever back into place, machinery is set 
in motion starting a wheel with ratch­ 
ets. or cogs. 
This wheel Is hidden, 
and the tooth which drops into the last 
receptacle designates the trap which 
will be opened when the lever is pulled 
again. No one has any idea just how 
far that whee* has gone. 
I wish all 
sports were as free from favoritism or 
conniving aa la Ui« shooting game.'*

The O ro y a R a l l n a r la P e r u D la tla - 
( B l i b r d I ts e lf In Mnnr W a n , 
Lord Ernest Hamilton describes his 
experience of a thrilling but perilous 
pastime, the descent in a small band 
ear of a wonderful mountain railway 
In Peru. 
"As n m atter of fart," he writes, re­ 
ferring to the title of the article, “It is 
IOC; but, for the sake of a title, the ex­ 
tra six may go—IOO are enough ut any 
rate for purposes of illustration. These 
hundred odd miles are to be found on 
the Ferro-Carril Central of Peru, com­ 
monly called I he Oroya railway, and 
they are to Im* found nowhere else. 
"This Oroya railway Is a very won­ 
derful line indeed. 
It not only climbs 
higher than any other railway in the 
world, but nlso diHtlnguinhiMl itself in 
a variety of other ways incidentally 
referred to hereafter. But tim accom­ 
plishment with which I am chiefly con­ 
cerned is this that It provides Hie only 
road in tho world which a man on 
wheels can travel over IOO miles by 
his own momentum nnd practically at 
any pace to which tho fiend of reck­ 
lessness may urge him. 
“The object of what is here written 
is to trace the sensations born of a 
run down from the summit of the Oro­ 
ya railway, 15,000 feet nbove sea level, 
to the verge of the Pacific. You start 
under the eye of tho eternal snows, 
and you finish among humming birds 
and palms. 
You start sick with the un­ 
speakable sickness of soroche, and you 
finish in the ecstasy of an exultation 
too great for words.

OLD IDEAS ABOUT GEMS. 


P e a rls W ere T h o u g h t to B e D ew * 


d ro p s C au g h t by th e Sh ell. 


Tho Indians called rock crystal an 
“unripe diamond,” and until the begin­ 
ning of the eighteenth century India 
was thought to be the only land which 
produced that precious stone. 
It was 
not, therefore, until the discovery of 
India that the diamond was known to 
us. 
Yet as far back as 500 ll. C. a 
“didactic history” of precious stones 
was written, and in IMlny’s time the 
supply must have been plentiful, as he 
wrote, “We drink out of a muss of 
gems, and our drinking vessels ore 
formed of emeralds.” We are nlso told 
that Nero aided his weak sight by 
spectacles made of emeralds. 
But Is very difficult to determine 
whence all the gems came, as discov­ 
erers took care to leave no record. The 
nations who traded in them were 
n fra id of their whereabouts being 
known, and even Hie most ancient mer­ 
chants would not disclose any definite 
locale. 
All sorts of myths have ac­ 
cordingly sprung up concerning the 
origin of gems. 
“Diamond” was the 
name given to a youth who was turned 
into the hardest nnd most brilliant of 
substances to preserve bim from "the 
ill* that flesh is heir to.” 
Amethyst 
was a beautiful uymph beloved by 
Bacchus, but saved from bim by Di­ 
ana, who changed Amethyst into a 
gem, whereupon Bacchus turned the 
gem into wine color and endowed the 
wearer with the gift of preservation 
from intoxication. 
The pearl was thought to be a dew­ 
drop the shell had opened to receive. 
Aml>er was said to be honey melted by 
the sun, dropped into the sea and con­ 
gealed. According to the Talmud, Noah 
had no light In the ark but that which 
came from precious stones.—Gentle­ 
man’s Magazine.

“At this 
figure we will bent the record in any 
previous event in tile shooting history 
of America. In 1808 the Grand Ameri­ 
can Handicap, held at Elkwood Park, 
N. J., had 278 contestants. 
“The Missouri towp on the Kansas 
border has gone fairly wild over the 
shoot. 
I wrote Edward Hickey there 
regarding a referee for the shoot. 
I 
wanted him to suggest the names of 
four men. 
I have received a reply 
that there is no chance of getting a 
referee in Kansas City or roundabout, 
because, he adds, every man, woman 
and child in Kansas City is going to 
take an active part in the shoot. 
“The grounds will l>c the best in the 
world. 
In them I see my hopes satis­ 
fied. 
Tile clubhouse will be 220 feet 
long and 24 feet wide. 
From it the 
men will shoot in four directions. They 
will be bunched, nnd we will be able 
to do much faster work. 
In our park 
in the east we had a platform 1,000 
feet long, nnd the men all shot in the 
same direction, the four sets of traps 
being in a line. It was almost a Sab­ 
bath day’s journey from the clubhouse 
round by the lower end of the platform 
and up the line. Each man had to take 
this trip many times to shoot in turn 
at the traps. In Kansas City, however, 
we will not have that tired feeling. At 
least I can't see it from this distance. 
“I am satisfied that, with grounds 
arranged like those at K ansas City, 
we will be able to shoot 125 birds an 
hour from each set of traps, which will 
make 500 an hour, and in the six days 
we will shoot at least 14,000 birds, wind 
and w eather permitting. 
I will be 
grievously disappointed if we do not 
break all records for bird shooting. 
"The underground system of trap 
pulling will lie used on a large scale. 
The dog will not be used to retrieve 
dead birds, for it means the loss of 
time. Boys will do the work scientific­ 
ally. 
Unfamiliar traps will t>e used 
by the contestants. Those who do not 
know to what degree of perfection the 
shooting game ha* been brought some­ 
times say it is not irnprobalSe that the 
man making a large score ‘stood in’ 
with the trap pu ler. that he was given 
a tip w hat trap was to be pulled, etc. 
It may be of int arest to know that no 
living man. not even the trap puller, 
has the least idea what trap will be 
thrown open when he pulls that lever. 
The traps are worked by levers, and 
in springing one the operator pushes 
forward a lever. 
When he pulls the 
lever back into place, machinery is set 
in motion starting a wheel with ratch­ 
ets. or cogs. 
This wheel Is hidden, 
and the tooth which drops into the Inst 
receptacle designates the trap which 
will l)C opened when the lever is pulled 
again. 
No one has any idea just bow 
far that whee* has gone. 
I wish all 
sports were as free from favoritism or 
conniving as Is the shooting game.”

The gassing method is much more ef­ 
fectual thun spraying, but costs more. 
The gas treatm ent consists in Inclosing 
the tree a t night with a tent and filling 
the latter with the poisonous fumes, 
generated by treating relined polas- 
siuin cyanide with sulphuric acid aud 
w u tor. 
In the last few years Arizona has 
entered quite extensively into orange 
growing, ranking third after California 
and Florida. 
Because of the partial 
failure of 
the crop this 
season a 
scheme of roofing orchards is to be 
tried In the Salt river valley, the or­ 
ange growing section. The project in­ 
volves the roofing of more than I,(XX) 
acres of orange and other citrus fruit 
trees, and work has already been be­ 
gun. 
It is not Intended to build a roof 
entirely sunproof. 
The plan Is a simple one, elaborate 
oui/ in Its six#*. Poles will be put up in 
the orchards, and on these will be 
strung heavy wires In parallel rows. 
Then will be cut the heavy willow 
brush, the variety known as the water 
fiiotus, which grows from five to ten 
feet high along all the w ater courses in 
Ar tao urn. 
'lliese sticks -vin be laid across the 
wires, with spaces between of from 
one-quarter to three-quarters of an 
inch, and thus form a roof that will not 
keep out the sun entirely from the 
trees, but will break the force heat of 
the midday. 'Thereby the earth around 
the roots of the trees can be* kept 
moist by I, nu irrigation and at the 
same time r ill be prevented the hard 
laking of the.soil. which prevents th* 
proper spread of the roots. Some time 
ago experiments began there In put­ 
ting covers of canvas over the orangs 
trees, bnt the plan was abandoned hd- 
cause the cloth covering kept out too 
rn sail of Ute sunshine.

Local Insurance Agents Furnish 
Proof to Bsok Their 
Claims. 


COMPANIES L08T MONEY 


And th© 
Proposed 
Increase,

Claim, Is Not Unfair— Interesting 
Statistics From Auditor 
And 
In­ 
surance Commissioner’s Reports. 


Local Insurance agents are taking 
strong exceptions to the story printed 
by a local paper concerning the al­ 
leged protestations of property own­ 
ers against the proposition to increase 
the insurance rates. 
The statement 
concerning the agitation to form a co­ 
operative company is without founda­ 
tion. as no one In the city has ever 
made the least move to organize such 
a company. 
Concerning the so-called exorbPant 
charges made by the old line compan­ 
ies, the following figures, all sworn to, 
taken from the auditor’s reports show 
that a net loss was incurred of $83,795 
from the premiums written by East 
Liverpool agents alone in the past five 
years. The premiums for 1901 are es- 
ti mated according to the agents* re­ 
ports to the auditor up to January. 
In 1897 the receipts amounted 
to 
$28,451 and losses and expenses $28,- 
761; in 1898 receipts were $39,209 and 
losses, etc., $102,309; in 1899 receipts 
were $43,553 with losses $37,223; in 
1900 receipts were $49,979 and losses 
$43,432. and in 1901 it is estimated 
with the receipts amounting to $53,. 


OOO the losses and expenses compared 
with those .of previous years 
will 
amount to $214,192, with the losses 
and expenses $297,987, showing a net 
loss of $83,795 in the business done by 
local agents. 
From the report of the state insur­ 
ance commissioner it is shown that 
during the year 1901 the companies 
doing business in Ohio incurred a net 
loss of $260,260. During the year the, 
premium receipts amounted 
to $8.- 
024,105. while the 
losses 
and 
ex­ 
penses summed up to $8,284,965. 
It is because of the losses sustained 
that the proposed increase in ra*es 
has 
become necessary. The local 
agents claim that anybody 
familiar 
with the situation could have no rea­ 
son to accuse the companies of un­ 
fairness or any intention to demand 
exorbitant rates.

Local Insurance agents are taking 
strong exceptions to the story printed 
by a local paper concerning the 
al­ 
leged protestations of property own­ 
ers against the proposition to increase 
the insurance rates. 
The statem ent 
concerning the agitation to form a co­ 
operative company is without founda­ 
tion. as no one in tile city has ever 
made the least move to organize such 
a company. 
Concerning the so-called exorbitant 
charges made by the old line compan­ 
ies, the following figures, all sworn to, 
taken from the auditor’s reports show 
that a net loss was incurred of $83,795 
from the premiums written by East 
Liverpool agents alone in the past five 
years. The premiums for 1901 are es­ 
timated according to the agents’ re­ 
ports to the auditor up to January. 
In 1897 the receipts amounted 
to 
$28,451 and losses and expenses $28,- 
761; in 1898 receipts were $39,209 and 
losses, etc., $102,309; in 1899 receipts 
were $43,553 with losses $37,223; in 
1900 receipts were $49,979 and losses 
$43,432, and in 1901 it is estimated 
with the receipts amounting to $53.- 
000 the losses and expenses compared 
with those of 
previous 
years 
will 
amount to $214,192. with the losses 
and expenses $297,987, showing a net 
loss of $83,795 in the business done by 
local agents. 
From the report of the state insur­ 
ance commissioner it is shown that 
•luring the year 1901 the companies 
doing business in Ohio incurred a net 
loss of $260,260. 
During the year the 
premium receipts amounted 
to 
$8,- 
024,705. while the 
losses 
and 
ex­ 
penses summed up to $8,284,965. 
It is because of the losses sustained 
that the proposed increase in ra*cs 
has 
become 
necessary. 
The 
local 
agents claim that anybody 
familiar 
with the situation could have no rea­ 
son to accuse the companies of un­ 
fairness or any intention to demand 
exorbitant rates.

The new spaper law s of Mexico are 
very stringent. 
If any person is men­ 
tioned in a new spaper article and feels 
offended nlwmt It, he can easily send 
the editor of the paper and the w riter 
of the article to prison. 
The state­ 
m ents may have been far within the 
lim its of truth and justice, but that 
m a k e s no difference. 
The editor in­ 
com m unicado has a chance to think 
about tin* law, and the aggrieved per­ 
son sm iles pleasantly. 
A fter aw hile 
the law geth in its work, the case is in­ 
vestigated, aud the editor is punished, 
for even tin- truth is libelous, and libel 
is one of the offenses most severely 
condemned. 
A ccording to the theory of the Mexi­ 
can law, every person has a right to go 
about entirely free from annoyance by 
other persons. 
If the person violates 
the law, the uewspajw-r bas no right to 
say so. 
It can lay Inform ation before 
the courts if It w ants to, but it m ust 
not say In its colum ns th a t It has done 
so. Then the law will step in and take 
charge of the offender, b u t the repre­ 
sentatives of the paper will not be al­ 
lowed to attend the trial, and only the 
bare result, afte r w eeks of waiting, 
can bf* told to the public. 
If tin* offense charged against the ed­ 
itor is regarded by the first m agistrate 
to whom tile com plaint is m ade as be­ 
ing especially grave, the paper is gen­ 
erally suppressed. 
The com plaint lins 
been received and passi-d upon. Then 
a squad of police descends upon the 
printing office. 
Som etim es all the em ­ 
ployees are arrested, som etim es only 
th*- editor. 
Then the doors of Un­ 
building are closed, official seals are 
placed upon them, nnd a guurd is sta ­ 
tioned to see that no one tries to en­ 
ter. 
For three days the editor can do 
nothing. 
The laws under which he is 
arrested are modeled a fte r those of the 
code Napoleon, and for three flays he 
Is beld incommunicado, while the au ­ 
thorities Imut up evidence. 
Then lie 
is given a hearing. 
Id the m eantim e 
his paper has been suppressed, and in 
many cases it never comes to life again, 
even though the editor may eventually 
clear him self of all blume.—1'lttsburg 
Dispatch.

result of the stuffing treatm ent of the 
cold, and then you will have to starve 
the fever.” 
This Is a tru e and sensible Interpreta­ 
tion of this commonly received maxim, 
which has done as much harm as any 
of the thousand aud one popular er­ 
rors which prevail on medical subjects. 
W ithout dw elling on the nature or 
causes of colds or on w hat physicians 
call .the pathology of these disorders, 
we will say th a t a low or even sta rv a­ 
tion diet for a few days. w ith the free 
drinking of warm , mildly stim ulating 
teas, Is better for a cold than any drug 
or com bination of drugs.—Loudon F am ­ 
ily Doctor.

Tho Indians called rook crystal an 
“unripe diamond," and until the begin­ 
ning of th** eighteenth century India 
was thought to be the only land which 
produced that precious stone. 
It was

us.

'‘didactic history” of precious stones 
was written, ami In Pliny's time the 
supply must have been plentiful, as he 
wrote, “We drink out of a mass of 
gems, ami our drinking vessels are 
formed of emeralds." We are also told 
that Nolo aided his weak sight by 
spectacles made of e me re Ids.

In 1808 the Grand Ameri­ 
can Handicap, held at Kikwood 1'urk, 
N, J., hail 27* contestants. 
“Tho Missouri towp on the Kansas 
border baa gone fairly wild over the 
shoot. 
I wrote Edward Hickey there 
regarding u referee for the shoot. 
I 
wanted him to suggest the names of 
four men. 
I have received n reply 
that there Is no chance of getting a 
referee in Kansas City or roundabout, 
because, he adds, every man, woman 
aud child In Kansas City is going to 
take an active part in the shoot. 
“The grounds will be the best in the 
world. 
Iii them I see my 1ioim *s satis­ 
fied. 
The clubhouse will be 220 feet 
long and 24 feet wide. 
From It the 
men will shoot In four directions. They 
will he bunched, and we will be able 
to do much faster work. 
In our park 
in the eust we had a platform 1,000 
feet long, and the men all shot in the 
same direction, the four acts of traps 
tieing In a line. 
It was almost a Sab­ 
bath day’s Journey from the clubhouse 
round by the lower end of the platform 
and up the line. Each man had to take 
this trip many times to shoot In turn 
at the traps. In Kansns City. however. 
we will not have that tired feeling. At 
least I can’t see it from this distance. 
"I am satisfied that, with grounds 
arranged like those at Kansas City, 
we will be able to shoot 123 birds an 
hour from each set of traps, which will 
make 600 an hour, and in the six days 
we will shoot ut least 14,000 birds, wind 
and w eather permitting. 
I will be 
grievously disappointed if we do not 
break all records for bird shooting. 
“The underground system of trap 
pulling will bo used on a large scale. 
The dog will not be used to retrieve 
dead birds, for it meads the loss of 
time. Boys will do the work scientific­ 
ally. 
Unfamiliar traits will he used 
tty the contestants. Those who do not 
know to what degree of perfection the 
shooting game has been brought some­ 
times say it is not Improbable that the 
man making a large score *stoo*i In’ 
with the trap pu lor. that he was given 
a tip what trap was to be pulled, etc. 
It may be of int arest to know that no 
living man, not even the trap puller, 
has the least idea what trap will be 
thrown open w hen he pulls that lever. 
The traps are worked by levers, and 
in springing one the operator pushes 
forward a lever. 
When be pulls the 
lever back into place, machinery is set 
in motion starting a wheel with ratch­ 
ets. or cogs. 
This wheel Is hidden, 
and the tooth which drops into the Inst 
receptacle designates the trap which 
will be opened when the lever is pulled 
again. 
No on* has any idea just how* 
far that whee' has gone. 
I wish all 
aport* were aa free from favoritism or 
conniving aa la the shooting game.”
